(54) BILL INSERTION SLOT FOR BILL EXCHANGE MACHINE AND THE LIKE 
(57) A bill insertion slot for bill exchange machines and the like, characterized in that a 

plurality of grooves are formed on a bill receiver that guides a bill into the bill insertion 
slo t, and a bottom surface of each groove is formed so as to be slanted in relation to a 
horizontal plane. 

[BRIEF DESCRIPTION OF THE DRAWINGS] 

FIG. 1 is a perspective view of a bill exchange machine. 

FIG 2 is an enlarged perspective view of a bill insertion slot. 

FIG 3 is a fragmental cross-sectional view taken substantially on line A-A of FIG 2. 

FIG 4 is a fragmental cross-sectional view taken substantially on line B-B of FIG 3. 

FIG 5 is a perspective view, similar to FIG. 2, but of another embodiment. 

FIG 6 is a cross-sectional view, similar to FIG 4, but of another embodiment.
